The pretension set up by Mr. THuRMaN 
—and sustained, we may -remark, in mach 
the.same form, by the Democratic leaders 
in the House—is therefore, in flagrant con- 
tradiction to the fundamental law, in some 
of itemost essential and most explicitly- 
declared provisions, It is not less without 
authority in the history of the two houses 
which it is sought to liken to each other. 
The power of the House of Commons has 
been gradually wrung from _ the 
two, revolutions intervening 
in the long strnggle. The power of 
the House of Representatives © was 
freely conferred by the action of the whole 
people, effected peacefully and with delib- 
eration and redeliberation.: The House of 
Commons is practitally the sole. repository 
of the popular will ; the House of Repre- 
sentatives is endowed with only a share, 
and that less than one-half, of the power 
delegated by the people to Congress, while 
many important powers are bestowed en- 
tirely outside of it...The Commons isthe 
instrumentality by which the English Con- 
stitution is changed ; the American Consti- 
tution can be changed by a processin which 
the House has only a ministerial, compul- 
sory part, which it has no discretion to re- 


fuse. .And the limitations imposed on the 


House as to encroachments on the 
Executive. are not less important or 
less obligatory. than with reference to the 
Senate. . The President holds his office by 
a mandate as direct, as complete, and as 
sacred as the House. He is, within the 
terms of the Constitution, as much a repre- 
rentative of the people as the House. ‘The 
people are as distinctly entitled to the in- 
dependent and unforced use of his powers, 
as to that of those lodged with the House, 
If, then, the Democrats. choose to chal- 
lenge a “struggle” for the absolute 
supremacy of the House of Representatives, 
let it be understood that that pretended su- 
premacy would violate the Constitution, de- 
prive the people of rights which they have 
elected to repose on the independence of 
the President within the Constitution, and 
set up in the United States a government 
with the unlimited powers of- the House of 
Commons, and but very little of the respon- 


sibility imposed on that body.

WRAT NEED OF GREENBACKS? — 

In previous articles we have shown the 
enormous increase in the volume of money 
since 1860, an increase which can be con-’ 
cisely stated thus: In 1860, the paper and 
specie aggregated $300,000,000;.. on 
Nov. 1 last, the bank paper alone was 
$322,460,000, besides $346,681,000 of 
greenbacks and sundry amounts of fractional 
currency and coin. The papér alone was 
thus $669,000,000, against $300,000,- 
000 of all money in 1860;. against 
this great increase of 123 per cent, 
during the 18. years must be set 
the fact that population has increased 
bat 50 per cent., and imports and exports 
30 and 85 per cent., with no increase in 


| general prices, and that there has also been 


an enormous development in the rapidity 
of exchanges, a8 well as in the use of settle- 
ment by balances. . We have also sought to 
show that, even assuming the large volume 
of $600,000,000 to be desirable, the 
natural working of the banking sys- 


tem, as it stands, might be expected to 


furnish notes, as far as needed, were the 
greenbacks gradually withdrawn. If this 
position is well taken, it follows that re- 
tention of the latter cannot be urged on 
the plea that they are needéd to maintain 
an adequate volume of circulation. No- 
body has ventured to claim for them any’ 
superiority. over bank-notes as‘ currency, 
and if all necessary circulation can be had 
without them, we may properly inquire 
what reasons can be found to- justify their 
retention.

» It is ‘Rot well, either for the banks or for 
the Government, to have the latter carrying 
the reserves, virtually putting the Treasury 
in the position of a bank in which all banks 
keep coin deposits, payable on presentation 
of checks called legal tenders, such pay- 
ment being deemed, ordinarily, unnecessary. 
The success of the banking system in im- 
portant respects should not be suffered to 
hide the dangers inherent in this close alli- 
ance between Government and the banks ; it 
was caused by the war, and should not be 
continued now that the necessity has 
passed. If the Bank of England is cited as 
an examplp, that institution should be 
copied more closely, and its history studied 
more accurately, or be cited less. If Govern- 
ment isto be permanently entangled with 
the currency, and is to be an issuer 
of notes, a Gavernment bank, in some 
shape, would better be re-established. 
The proper course is for both the 
Government and the banks to get on 
theirown foundation and stay there. Let 
the latter be put under obligation to take 
care of their own notes, and they will pro- 


| vide the coin for redemption, although so 


long as Government offers to keep their 
reserves they will probably continue their 
slothful habit. Government, on its part, 
should take care'of its own notes by paying 
them—putting them gradually into the fire 
as they come in. At this day, restating 
the old proposition—almost a financial 
truism, although » hard saying to thou- 
sands—that. resumption should have 
been brought about, not. more by ac- 
cumulating coin than by removing the 
paper, is of no practical use except as en- 
forcing the lesson that while Government is 
giving the banks coin for its notes, where- 
with to help accumulate a reserve, it can 
also be paying other notes—in the furnace or 
the rag mill, These two processes, proceed- 
ing simultaneously, or nearly so, with the 
third process of issuing more bank-notes 
as needed being available, and all being 
conducted gradually, the country will be 
really in the way of emerging from finan- 


cial clouds. 
INSURANCE AS AN AID TO THE 


P OOR. 


The great reforms of the future among 
the wor classes are evidently to be in 
one especial direction: the application in 
‘some form of the pfiheiple of insurance to 


the condition of the laborers. The wise ef-. 


forte in recent years of some of the ablest 
of the English statesmen, like Mr. Grab- 
stone and Mr. Forster, have been direct- 
ed toward this object. The Government 
annuities and Post Office savings banks are 
various forms of the practical application 
of this principle. The famous Schulz-

the community as a possessor of land and 
house. This comes also from the working 
men themselves ; is managed after their 
habits of economy, and has the strength of 
an independent and gelf-originated meas- 
ure, Still, it is not probable that many 
such associations could be formed in other 
cities with their habits of management and 
their skill in investing. Nor do the loan 
banks of Germany seem likely to be re- 
peated here. Probably the best applica- 
tion of the principle in this country will be 
in life insurance through voluntary socie- 
ties, (such as the Odd-fellows’ Association, ) 
and the English plan, the Government an- 
nuities. Under this latter, a man 
reserves from his luxuries and his savings 
asmall sum each year, which is paid into 
the Government insurance fund. This, 
according to the amount paid and the 
contract. agreéd upon, is* acéumulated 
either for his old age, or for sickness, 
or for his family at his death. It can be ac- 
cumulated and paid out on the strictest 
principles of life insurance, or an advan- 
tage can be given to the insurer, which 
would be a species of poor tax on the com- 
munity. The benefit to the working class 
would be that-they are tempted by this ar- 
rangement to habits of economy and sobri- 
ety and forethought; that their. little sayv- 
ings are thus perfectly secure fromthe 
usual uncertainties, and a provision is made 
for old age or sickness or for their children, 
which does not injure their self-respect. 
The advantage to the State is in providing 
& means of support for the poorest class 
which does not make paupers. Insurance 
in this form would be unattended with some 
of the ordinary heavy expenses for agency 
which usnally eat up profits. In fact, the 
community generally would bear much of 
the cost of this insurance, and would gladly

* VULGARITY AND GENTILITY, 
Horacs, when he said that he hated the 
profane rabble and kept them at a distance, 
had a great deal more of true humanity in what 
followed in his ode than many now have in 
their use of the word that he used in order to 
designate the rabble—vulgus, or, the vulgar, 
He tried to. show that the common habit of re- 
garding the rich and powerful as wholly, above 
the miseries of the common lot was a vulgar 
prejudice, while many people among us séem 
to make it their chief business to set themselves 
and their clique wholly “apart: from their less 
favored neighbors, and, in the absence of dis- 
tinctions of rank and caste, they inazist upon 
making a bad use of the only social distinction 
that can be made in a Republic—that which. is 

made between the vulgar and the genteel. 
There isa true sense to these words, and it 
is wholesome to see and accept it. There are 
people who are coarse and vulgar, nd there 
are others who are refined and gentle; but they 
cannot be distinguished frdm each other by 
any garb orcircumstance apart from character. 
Itis true that a certain leisure, with oppor- 
tunity for the cultivation of taste and for the 
pursuit of social. satisfactions, favors a life 
that may be called gentle, and that hard work 
and rough competition tend to coarsen the 
mahners and take the patrician tone from tlie 
speech. Yet it will not do to say that they who 
get their own living are the vulgar, and that 
they who do not work at alf, or who work only 
for pleasure or for honor, are the only gentle- 
folks. This distinction has to a certain. ex: 
tent existed in Europe, and a gentleman 
has been supposed to be one who is able to live 
. without work, and to work, if at all, for the 
fun of it or for public spirit, while a woman has 
generally there lost caste by doing anything for 
her livelihood.

THE BROADWAY RAILROAD PROJECT. 


The scheme for a horse railway on Broad- 
way, between the Battery and Union-square, 
begins to take definite shape and form. Two 
different series of resolutions have recently 
been introduced in the Board of Aldermen 
granting permission to construct such a road to 
two different sets ofincorporators. The first, 
offered by President Morr, grants permission 
to Prsene Lormiargp, Apert GALLATIN, 
Joun Berry, AnpRrew V. Strout, Lawrence 
Kip, Witttam Jay, &c.,' and their associates 
and assigns, to lay tracks and operate a railway 
through Whiféhall-street and Broadway to 
Seventeenth-street, going around Union-square; 
with the right to charge 5 cents for a single 
passage between Seventeenth-street and the 
foot of Whiteliall-street.. It was sent to the 
Committee on Railroads. The second series of 
resolutions, . offered by. Alderman . Morais, 
gtants the same privilege to Aveust Bs.monr, 
Wit114M H. Apeneton, Hezron A. Jonnson, 
Gores L Forrest, and their associates. It 
Was sent tothe Committee.on Streets. Both 
sets of ineorporators are to pay 5 per cent. of 
their gross receipts into the (ity Treasury, 
keep the. pavement within and between the 
tracks in repair without: expense to the City, 
and reniove the snow upon the carriage-way 
between the Bowling Green and Fourteenth- 
street with reasonable dispatch, and both are 
allowed. to charge 5 cents fare. In addition 
to these conditions, Mr. BsutmMonr and his 
associates are to give each passenger a seat. 
No other passenger shall be allowed to enter 
@ car when full, until « seat. has become va- 
cant. Other minor conditions in connection 
with the time of running and the keeping of 
the pavement for a space of two feet from the 
outside of the rail in repair, without expense to 
the City, are attached to the Belmont grant. 

Asidefrom the question of the desirability of a 
surface railroad on the only thoroughfare now 
lett free for general traffi¢, there are two capital 
objections to the enterprise presented in this 
- form, even though it is stipulated that, as a con- 
sideration for the franchise, 5 per cent. of the an- 
nual gross receipts shall be paid into the City 
‘Treasury : the distance between the two termini 
is too short and the fare tog high for the service 
‘proposed to be rendered. . This project, osten-

But if the position of Yakoos Khan himself 
be a difficult one, that of his two formidable 
neighbors is not less so. The rapid march of 
events is fast tendering the temporizing policy 
hitherto pursued both by Russia and by Eng- 
land, more and more impossible. What the 
Duchy of Milan. ones was to France and Aus- 
tria,. what Roumania has lately been to Austria 
and Russia, the Asiatic Switzerland is now be- 
coming to Russia and Britain. Neither power 
wishes to annex it herself; neither can endure 
the thought of seeing it annexed by her rival. 
Russia has already more than enough to do in 
governing Turkistan, without the additional 
burden of a haif-savage country as large as 
France, and a turbulent population of .7,500,- 
000. Engiand has already attained the avowed 
object of the war, vizs., the command of the 
frontier passes. The most convenient solution 
for both powers would undoubtedly be to have

SLIPS OF DETECTIVES. 


It is narrated that a Connecticut prosecu- 
tion for Jiquor-selling has come to grief through 
the.refusal of the Judge to take the testimony 
of Police spies. The temperance men of the 
place employed:one: Bute to collect evidence 
against the suspected dealers. Burner dropped 
in at their saloons and called for drinks over 
the bar, which were furnished to him. He 
then made complaint, and there was an arrest 
and trial. The dealers’ lawyer made the point 
that it cannot be lawful for the Police. or re- 
form agents to tempt men into a crime for the 
purpose of getting them punished for it ; that 
the receiver is. as ‘bad as the thief, and one who 
buys liquor with a purpose to break the law by 
the sale is an accomplice, and guilty with. the 
seller. The Judge sustained this, declared 
that such a mode of enforcing the law was not 
allowable, and that the testimony of the spy 
did not warrant a conviction. 

Asomewhat similar decision was made, not 
long ago, in Missouri. A ‘ doctor” in St. Louis 
was suspected of dealing in articles made con- 
traband by the laws for the suppression of vice, 
and the friends of the law employed a detec 
tive. Hé dréw up a letter, dated frem Georgia, 
asking the Doctor if he would sell such and such 
things, procured it to be copied ina lady’s 
hand, and signed Nettie G. Harlan,.(which was 
& fictitious name,) and got the letter-carriers to 
deliver it as if it had come from Georgia. Back 
came an answer saying: ‘'I have what you 
desire. Price, $10.” Instead of sending this 
to Georgia, the Post Office clerk gave it to the 
detective.
